MOSCOW, Russia—W)—The highest 


Soviet tribunal, the Military Collegium 
of the Supreme Court, early Saturday 
sentenced 13 of the 17 men on trial for 
treason to be shot. Two of the out- 
standing defendants, Garl Radck and 
Gregory Sokolnikoff, were sentenced 
to 10 years' imprisonment. 


M. S. Stroiloff also was given o 10- 


year sentence. V. V. Arnold received 
an eight-year term. 


The verdict, sparing four men of 


whom two had been accused of ring- 
leaders of a Trotzkyist plot against the 
Soviet regime, was delivered after the 
three judges had deliberated eight 
hours. 


Radck, in his "last words" before the 


court Friday, admitted his "treason" 
and said, "we shall pay for our crimes 
with our heads." 


Sokolnikoff, former ambassador to 


Great Britain, pleaded for the court's 
leniency.

Clubs Raided—Bonfire 


at Capitol Saturday 


SMITH GIVES ORDER 
Sensational Gambling 
Raid Authorized by Chief

HOT SPRINGS, Ark.—Night clubs 


and gambling establishments of this 
nationally-known resort city were 
raided by State Revenue Department 
raiders Friday night, and as a result, 
gambling paraphernalia estimated to 
have cost more than $20,000 probably 
will be fed ot the flames on the state 
capitol grounds in. Little Rock Satur- 
day night. 


Headed by Dave L. Ford, state com- 


missioner of revenue and head of the 
police officers of the department, 17 
raiders served writs on a half-dozen 
places simultaneously at 6 p. m. Two 
largo moving vans from Little Rock 
trailed the officers, and when the vans 
were headed back for Little Rock 
about 9 Friday night, they were filled 
to capacity with roulette wheels, 
wheels of fortune, dice tables and oth- 
er similar paraphernalia. 


The swanky Club Belvedere, known 


as one of the finest night clubs in the 
country, was one of the first to be 
raided. It was too early for visitors 
so few persons aside from employes, 
managers, members of the orchestra 
arid newspapermen saw the \husky 
moving van crews pick /up.'th'tt'stufl 
and Haul it away. 


W. S. Jacobs, owner of. the place, sal 


in an easy chair, with his little doj 
nearby, almost in (cars. He said he bar 
invested $375,000 in Club Belvedere. 


Tlie officers were armed with search 


and seizure writs issued Friday after- 
noon by Griffin Smith, chief justice of 
the Arkansas Supreme Court. Under 
these writs, the raiders had authority 
to s.eizc every gambling device'found 
in the places designated.
